.Dear Sir:—Before I left Bedford 
you asked me to write'an occasional 
letter for The Gazette. 
I herewith 


comply with your request. 
On November 1 I took leave of 
Bedford with my daughter for a few 
months, via the P. R. R. We enjoy- 
ed an excellent dinner at the Leister 
House in Huntingdon, after which 
we took a fast train for Pittsburg 
where we arrived at 6:30 p. m. Be- 
tween these two places we observed 
branch railroads leading out in all 
directions, — .Interminable 
trains 
freighted with products of the whole 
•world going in all directions and 
hauled by monster engines whose 
power made the earth tremble,— 
hundreds of mills, factories, furnaces, 
coal mines, and quarries of lime, 
sand and building stones. The clouds 
were hidden and the sun, moon and 
stars were obscured by the great col- 
umns of smoke 
which 
constantly 
belched forth from the stacks of in- 
numerable and diverse factories. It 
is no wonder that foreigners who 
travel over the Pennsylvania system 
are amazed at the stupendous sights. 
On our arrival at Pittsburg we 
•were conducted by my son, William 
P. Schell, to thfe grand old Monon- 
gahela House, where I lodged many 
times, over fifty years ago. 
Here we 
remained a day and a night, faring 
sumptuously, for the old hotel retains' 
its well-earned and deserved reputa- 
tion. We took our departure at 9 p. 
m. on the 9th from the Smoky City, 
by way of Columbus and Indian- 
apolis, and arrived at Madison, Ind., 
the next morning at 11:15 o'clock. 
The city of Madison is situated on 
the north side of the Ohio river, 
about 100 miles below the city of 
Cincinnati. 
Evidently 
the 
Ohio 
river has made its own bed, by wash- 
ing Its channels out of the contigu- 
ous highlands in Indiana and Ohio, 
•thus leaving on each side rocky 
bluffs some three hundred feet high.

torical battlefields have been planted 
in it. 
There are a number of large and 
beautiful churches, an elegant court 
house and a government postoffice 
building. 
There are several daily 
papers, one of which, the Madison 
Courier, was published for over 60 
years by Col. Michael S. Garber, who 
was Commissary General under Gen- 
eral Sherman in his "march to the 
sea." 
The Courier is now published 
by his sons, Michael C. and William 
S. Garber, and to it they have added 
a large general printing office. 
There are several very excellent 
roads leading from the city up the 
bluff to the highlands; in several 
places the rocks, which are in a hori- 
zontal position, project or hang al- 
most entirely over the road. In oth- 
er places along these roads, stand up- 
right u*cnstrous 
rocks 
like some 
mighty Titan upholding the earth. 
They are very appropriately called 
"pulpit rocks." We were driven up 
one of these roads by Miss Elizabeth 
Garber and when we reached the 
highlands there was opened before 
us 
a 
magnificent wide-spreading 


l>lain, unbroken by hill or ravine, 
covered with lovely homes and dotted 
with fat farms. 
Harrison College, 
one of the finest and best equipped

In the country, stands like a great 


' 
educational monitor on the bluff. The 
view from this point down the Ohio 
ft 
river is the grandest that I have 
ever seen, anywhere or at any time. 
Some years ago I had th« pleasure 
of visiting this institution and I was 
asked if I would like to see the 
•.snakes,—every kind of snake In the 
state. I said I would, then I met the 
surprise of my life. 
My escort was 
a large and fine looking Irishman 
As I had learned that St. Patrick 
had driven all the snakes out of Ire- 
land and that an Irishman took no 
stock in snakes, you may imagine 
my feelings. However, I went down 
to the cellar with my Intelligent Irish 
friend and I saw several hundred 
snakes, of every species in the state 
coiled up in great bunches—differen 
kinds in every coll. On the floor, bj 
themselves, were many turtles. The 
ranks and the species of the snakes 
were fully described. "Good Heav 
enn!"

The cod, in fact, are blind. The most 
interesting feature in this change is th« 
extraordinary rapidity with which In- 
creased supply of light rays has over- 
developed the organ for its use. It has 
taken place not by slow degrees from 
Individual to individual, but In a course 
of time to be measured by months and 
in every individual in the tank. 
If 


this example Is a measure of the rapid- 
ky with which such changes take place 
among fishes, the adaptation of those 
creatures which have migrated from 
the shallow waters of the deep seas, 
shown by the total loss or enormous 
development of their eyes and the 
growth of illuminating organs to light 
the abyss, may have been as rapid as 
it is marvelous.—London Spectator.

German law is the 
same, only it goes a little further in 
imposing a penalty on any one giving 
a false name to an official.—Dundee 
Advertiser.

PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 


Ou Tuesday President Roosevelt 


transmitted to Congress his promised 
message on Porto Rico and the Porto 
Ricans. 
He lauds both the insular 


government and the islanders. 
He 


doubts whether our people realize the 
beauty, and fertility of the soil and 
the progress that has been made un- 
der the present government. 


The schools of the island receive 


due praise for the work that is being 
done and the earnestness with which 
the teachers, both American and na- 
tive, are performing their duty. He 
finds in the insular police and the 
Porto Rican regiment a compliment 
to the American administration of 
the island and recommends the con- 
tinuation of the regiment. 


During his stay in the island he re- 


ceived delegations from the Board of 
Trade and Chamber of Commerce of 
San Juan, and alse from the Federa- 
tion of Labor and the Coffee Grow- 
ers' Association. 


Concerning the conferring upon the 


islanders of full American citizenship 
the President says: 


There is a matter to which I 


wish to call your special atten- 
tion, and that is the desirability 
of coaferring full American citi- 
zenship upon the people of Porto 
Rico. I most earnestly hope that 
this will be done. I cannot see 
how any harm can possibly re- 
sult from it, and it seems to me 
a matter of right and justice to 
the people of Porto Rico. They 
are loyal, they are glad to be un- 
der our flag, they are making 
rapid progress along the path of 
orderly 
liberty. 
Surely 
we 


should show our appreciation of 
them, our pride in what they 
Tiave done and our pleasure in 
•extending recognition for what 
has thus been done by granting 
them full American citizenship.

To the present generation it 
seems almost incredible that the 
statesmen of that age thought they 
could reach the Salt Sea by going up 
fresh water streams from the Atlantic 
Ocean. 
So Virginia claimed, under 


her grant, all the land to the South 
Sea. All of the other colonies, whose 
grants contained the above provision, 
claimed that their territory also ex- 
tended to the South Sea, but after the 
Revolution was ended and the colon- 
ists were about to adopt a Federal 
constitution, these colonies whose 
grants did not include the South Sea 
clause refused to go into the union 
unless all the lands claimed by the 
respective colonies under the South 
Sea clause, should be ceded to the 
Federal Government, then in process 
of formation, on the ground' that as 
all the states had aided in holding

With Uncle Sam's Troops in Havana, 


Cuba. 


Camp Columbia, Havana, Cuba, 
December 5, 1906. 


Editor Gazette:—Camp Columbia, 


the headquarters of the U. S. forces 
n Cuba, is about four miles west of 
Havana. There are in camp, at this 
;ime, detachments from nearly all 
branches of the service, namely, the 
cavalry, artillery, infantry, 
signal 


corps, engineers and marines. 
All 
are camped together and get along 
very amicably with each other. 
The camp is on a little hill, which 


enables one to look down into the 
city of Havana, and out to the ocean. 
We have very pleasant 
weather 


through the day but it gets very cool 
during the night, and when reveille 
goes, at 5 o'clock, you can hear all 
kinds of expressions, such as "turn 
on the electric lights, so I can see to 


was acceded by all the colonies. Vir- 
ginia, at this time, claimed all the 
territory now embraced in the states 
of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Michi- 
gan.

George R. Clark, near the ter- 
mination of the Revolutionary War, 
with his brave and invincible com- 
pany of Scotch-Irish patriots, who 
endured great hardships and suffer- 
ing and overcame almost 
insur- 
mountable obstacles in their march 
through the unbroken wilderness. 
In 1787 the territory was organized 
by Congress as the Northwest Terri- 
tory, with the lamous proviso that 
slavery 
or 
involuntary 
servitude 


should be forever excluded therein. 
The settlers were greatly disturbed 
by the Indians during the years 
1788-91. In the year 1791 Generals 
Wilkinson ana Anthony Wayne de- 
feated the confederated Indians and 
compelled them to submit. In 1800 
the state of Ohio was formed out of 
this territory; the remaining por- 
tion of it was erected into-the terri- 
tory of Indiana.

1805 
and Illinois in 1809, thus leav- 
ing the territory of Indiana with its

The Good Work That Has ISeen Done 


and Is Koiiig Done by the Hunt- 


ingdon Home. 


No movement in the interest of 


Children has attracted more attention 
than that which is involved in the 
Juvenile Court Act. 


This interest is largely due to the 


wisdom, intelligence, and benevolence 
of one man who has proved the suc- 
cessful working of the law. 
That 


man is Judge Lindsay of Denver. 
Colo. 


Under slightly different form the 


provisions of the law have been oper- 
ative in a number of states for many 
years. 
Over twenty years ago I had 


somewhat to do with the framing of 


Code's Variety Store 


X-mas 1906 


a law for the State of Maryland which 
has met in a satisfactory way nearly 
all of the requirements of the pres- 
ent provision. 


What Judge Lindsay is doing oth- 


ers have done 
or 
attempted. 
He 


claims no special quality for himself 
but kindness and justice; but he is a 
Judge-—and can act with stern au- 
thority when gentle measures fail, 
and this is the secret of his power 
and success. 
The great lesson of 


Judge Lindsay's experience is the 
need of combining firm justice with 
kindness. 
Moral suasion is good so 


long as it works, but when it fails 
he is impotent who cannot say to the 
wayward boy or girl "You must." 


In a National Prison Conference 


the question was once asked: 
"To 


•what one cause more than any other 
may criminality among youth be at- 
tributed?" A noted warden answer- 
ed: 
"To the disregard of parental 


authority." If we are to save the so- 
called 
incorrigible 
boy we 
must 


arouse in him a new interest and 
teach him respect for authority-—pa- 
rental and civil. 


Much that has been said and done 


in reference to the Juvenile Court is 
"gush." Courts have acted in a per- 
functory way and the various socie- 
ties that have sprung up in the in- 
terest of the 
child 
have allowed 


over-weening sympathy, in many in- 
stances, to nullify the authority of 
the law. Figuratively these societies 
have acted as the mother who hides 
the child under her apron when he 
needs correction at the hand of the 
father; and the young culprit grins, 
defies authority, loses respect for the 
weak hand that sheltered him when 
ne knew punishment was deserving, 
and goes on sinning until he reaches 
a higher court. 


Judge Lindsay says this sensible 


thing: 
"If the Juvenile Court is de- 


signed to keep children out of jails 
and prisons we ought to have some- 
thing to keep them out of the Juve- 
nile Court." 
He also says: 
"We 


should prefer to correct the wrong 
conditions that pervert child life, 
rather than content ourselves with 
correcting wrong things done by the 
perverted child. 


Under the Act of 1903 the Juvenile 


Court Law of Pennsylvania combines 
some of the most admirable provis- 
ions ever instituted for the protec- 
tion, help, and reformation of the

Section 1.—Be it enacted, That the 


courts 
of quarter session

ceedings which may be brought be- 
fore them affecting the treatment and 
control of dependent, neglected, in- 
corrigible and delinquent children 
under (he age of sixteen/} cars; anr 
fer the purpose of this Act the woi ds 
"dependent child" an'd "neglected 
child" shall mean any child who 
destitute, homeless, abandoned, or 
dependent upon the public for sup- 
port, or who has not proper parenta 
caie or 
guardianship.

word 


"incorrigible children" shall mean 
any child who is charged by its par- 
ent or guardian with being unman- 
ageable.

child" shall mean any child, includ- 
ing such as have heretofore boon 
designated 
"incorrigible'

wealth, or the ordinance of any city, 
borough or township. 
The powers 


of the court of quarter sessions of 
the peace, as provided for in this 
act, 
may be exercised by any one or 


more judges of such court, who may 
be assigned for the purpose at a ses- 
sion of said court, which shall be 
known as the .Juvenile Court. 


Section 
2.—The powers of 
the 


court may be exercised: 
(1) Upon 


the petition of any citizen, resident 
•f the county, setting forth that a 
ehild is neglected, dependent or de- 
linquent, and is in need of the care 
and protection of the court. 
(2) 


Whenever any magistrate or justice 
ef the peace, in committing a child 
arrested for an indictable offense, 
shall certify that, in his opinion, the 
good of the child and the interests of 
the state do not require a prosecution 
upon an indictment, under the crimi- 
nal laws of the Commonwealth. (3) 
Whenever, after return made by a 
naglBtrate of the proceedings, upon 
th« arrest of such delinquent child 


before or after the indictment, shall 


ertify that, in his opinion, the good 


of the child and the interest of the 
state do not require a conviction un- 
der the criminal laws of this Com- 
monwealth. 
(4) 
Whenever, upon 


the trial of any indictment of such 
delinquent child, the judge trying 
the cause is of opinion that the good 
of the child and the interest of the 
state do not require a conviction un- 
der the criminal laws of the Com- 
monwealth. 


Section 3.—The court shall appoint 


one or more discreet persons, of good 
character, to serve as probation offi- 
cers during the pleasure of the court; 
said probation officers to receive no 
compensation from the public treas- 
ury; 
and it shall be the duty of all 


probation officers 
so 
appointed, to 


make such investigations as may be 
required by the court, to be present 
iu tlits injure, when the case is heard, 
and to furnish to the court such in- 
formation and assistance as the judge 
may require, and to take such charge 
of any child, before and after trial, as 
may be directed by the court. 


Section 4.—At the hearing, the 


judge or judges holding such session 
of the court shall determine, after an 
inquiry into the facts, what order for 
the commitment and custody and care 
of the child, the child's own good and 
best interests of the state may re- 
quire; and may commit such child to 
the care of its parents, subject to the 
supervisions of a probate officer, or to 
some suitable institution, or the care 
of some suitable citizen of good moral 
character, or 
to 
the 
care of some 


training school, or to an industrial 
school, or the care of some associa- 
tion willing to receive it; and in eith- 
er such case it, shall be within the 
power of the court to make an order 
upon the parent or parents of any 
such child to contribute to the sup- 
port of the child, such sum as the 
court may determine. 


Section 3.—In any case where the 


court sha.ll award a dependent child 
to the cure of any association or in- 
dividual, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act, the child shall, 
unless otherwise ordered, become a 


ward, and be subject to the guardian- 
ship of the association or individual 
to whose care it is committed. Such 
association or individual shall have 
authority to place such child in a 
family home, with or without inden- 
ture, and may be made party to any 
proceedings for the legal adoption of 
the child, and may be its or his at- 
torney or agent, appear in any court 
where such proceedings are pending 
and assent to such adoption. 


Section 9.—The court, in making 


all orders for the commitment of 
children, shall place them, as far as 
possible, in care and custody of per- 
sons having the same religious belief 
as the parents of the child, or with 
some association which is controlled 
by persons of such belief. 


In all cases where it can properly 


be done the child shall be placed in 
an approved family home, and be- 
come a member of the family by legal 
adoption or otherwise. 


If this law is rightly interpreted 


and applied, not only will the child 
of criminal tendency be directed in- 
to better ways, but the child who 
suffers from the neglect or bad habits 
ef its parents or guardian may be 
promptly rescued. 
The courts will 


no doubt place a liberal construction 
upon the law in the interest of the 
child. 
It rests with the public to 


present the complaints. 


For over 25 years The Hunting-

A Great Commercial Centre—Ore- 


gon's Wonderful Advantages. 


The city of Portland is directly or 


indirectly connected with every other 
part of the state. 
The banks and 
commerciad houses do business di- 
rectly or Indirectly with every other 
city, town and hamlet of Oregon. 
The farmer's products, the orchard- 
ist's fruits, the miner's gold, the cat- 
tleman's beef, the sheep raiser's mut- 
ton and wool, the fisherman's salmon, 
the lumberman's hoards and timbers 
—all in short that Oregon preduces 
is, in one way or another, directly or 
indirectly related to Portland. 
If 
the western world were new, and you 
were to select a practical site for a 
large city, you would probably not go 
far beyond the Columbia River; and 
you would find that Nature had done 
all that you could ask to make thia 
region around Portland uncommonly 
attractive. 
The next lucky fact is that the 
right kind of men have begun the 
development of it. 
Begun is the 
right word, for much as has been 
done, the work is yet hardly started. 
The beginnings of Portland date from 
1845. 
The site for the future cityj 
was selected hy A. L. Lovejoy. 
A 
dispute as to whether the name 
should he Portland or Boston was set- 
tled by flipping a coin. 


Before a single mile of railroad 
had been built in the northwest a 
fleet of stern-wheel steamboats plied 
the'Willamette and Columbia rivers, 
and a large coasting trade had been 
built up with San Francisco. 
It 
would not be accurate to say that the 
railroads took up the development 
of Portland where the steamboat left 
off. 
They opened much undeveloped 
country. They gave-Portland direct 
connection with the east. 
They 
brought in a great population, but 
they did not supplant the stern- 
wheeler. Portland is now the Pacific 
coast terminus of three transconti- 
nental railroads. 
No other coast 
city has so many important railroad 
systems making it a center. 
Port- 
land is a rich city, for three working 
generations have 
been 
successful 
there. 
They had won financial in- 
dependence before the era of rail- 
roads began. 
They built their city 


and fixed their habits .of 
thought 
when they could reach the rest of the 
world only by water. It has passed 
the boasting era. Its principal news- 
paper is the most influential journal 
on the coast and it does not feel the 
need of big head lines. Neither does 
the city. 


But it is an active city. The com- 
merce, the flour mills, the lumber 
mills, the trade coastwise and across 
seas, the great jobbing houses, the 
very good hotels, the strong banks, 
the facts and figures that tell the 
tale, form a chain, every link of 
which holds. It must be understood 
that three northwestern states find, 
through Portland, a market for their 
grain, loading more vessels here than 
at any other port. A great proportion 
of the cargoes carried by Puget 
Sound steamships to China and Ja- 
pan, is provided by Portland flouring 
mills. In the expansion of the Pacific 
trade Portland has played a promi- 
nent part and is confident that it 
will have much to do in the future. 
Yet the life of the people does not 
seem as strenuous as we think that 
all life in the west must be. 
They 
have a social life that they cultivate 
and 
enjoy 
with 
the 
ease of a 
matured 
civilization. 
They have 


beautiful homes and the commonest 
cottage will bloom with rambling 
roses to 'he roof. 
But it is western 
lor all this. 
There is a commercial club active 
in the western fashion in making 
known the attractions and advant- 
ages of Portland and Oregon. While 
this club may be too modest to cry 
its attractions loudly, if you will 
write them you will learn about the 
city, the cattlo ranch, tho sheep 
ranch, rich valleys, orchards, wheat, 
lumber and all; it is really a land of 
plenty. 
The bounty of it meets >0u 
everywhere. 
Everybody seems to 
live well. The people you meet; the 
clubs that you are invited to; the 


hotels at which you stay; all 
give the impression of a people who 
live in a fertile land. The gardens of 
the valley send a fruitful flavor over 
the region and the waiers are a.: 
bountiful as the soil. 
There seem 
to be good opportunities here too. 
That is the most interesting 
fact 
that presents itself. A man who can 
win success can find a dozen ways to 
win it here—not easily of course. 
The day when bliiid luck was waiting 
at the next turn of the road is passed. 
Nature is not only bountiful but 


beautiful here also. 
Up and down 
the Columbia River, from Astoria to 
The Dalles, are famous scenic won- 
ders. It would be hard to find a more 
attractive panorama than the city, 
the river, and Mounts Adams, Hood 
and St. Helens, when the air is clear, 
seen from the elevations behind Port- 
land. 
The city itself, spread in the valley 


before you, shows its solid qualities 
by well built blocks, its beautiful 
homes, trees, shrubbery, roses every- 
where; in the distance the ships are 
at the docks, and the chimney stack 
tells the story of industry. Portland 
is in fact a city where the Yankee, 
without losing the stuff that makes 
him successful, has been softened 
somewhat by this fertile slope of the 
world that leans westward toward 
the east. 
Even a fast traveler will 
see the scenery, will observe the 
energy of the people, and will get a 
larger range of thought. The people 
of Portland keep the hopeful temper- 
ament; that is another name for 
healthful activity.
